He expressed concern that the 
Committee might be considering certain legislation of which OMB was not aware 
I assured him that our briefing concerned SALT and we had no knowledge of 
any legislation.

McClellan's (D. , Ark. ) staff man on the Judiciary Committee, to discuss the 
Committee report on S. 2543, which amends the Freedom of Information Act. 

I related George Cary's conversation with Tom Susman, Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy's (D. , Mass. ) staff man. I explained to Summitt that we would rather 
not have Senator McClellan include our letter to him in the report if it would 
present a serious problem. I further explained that it would be best if legislative 
history could be included to explain our position. He stated that he and Senator 
McClellan would certainly want to work it out in the best interests of the Agency. 
He said he was in receipt of proposed legislative history language submitted to 
him for comment by Susman, which he read to me over the phone. He said he 
had problems with it and was making revisions. I gave him my first reaction 
that we probably also had problems and I would be back to him with our 
suggested changes.
